Vn.— ASAAD SHIDIAK, THE SYRIAN MARTYR 



It may he well to tnrn to the laud 
of our Lord's ministry, and of the 
mnnyr Ignatius, for a new example 
of the martyr spirit. Few Christians, 
even among the iuOre intelligent, 
know that there ever was such a 
mE.ii as Asaad Esh Shidiak. or how 
pathetically and heroically he sealed 
his testimony with his blood : yet 
there are few more touching exam- 
ples of fidelity to the Lord Jesus to 
he found in our century, or in all 
the centuries. 

Syria has been the boiling caldron 
of agitation for centuries. Jerusa- 
lem early hecame the Mecca of 
Christian pilgrims, and the ascetic 
spirit, with its worship of sacred 
places and relics. made mon- 
asteries spring up tike mushrooms. 
Then came the Aral) and the Mosque 
of Omar was built on I he site of the 
temple of God. and Islam won many 
Syrians to its ranks. Then came the 
Crusaders, and the Maronites In 11S2 
founded an alliance with the tlomish 
Church, and in 1445. at the Conneit 
of Florence, were taken entirely under 
..... . vi __ ,,t , h! , p.". r ..icy When Pro- 
testantism came into this land, in 
tbe third decade of this century, it 
found 

Moslem. Oriental, and Papal Faiths 
.-.iT-e.-idy seething in this caldron of 
antagonistic religious sj stems, and 
the commotion hecame more intense 
and violent. 

Rev. Pliny risk and Levi Parsons 
lauded ul SSiyms in 1818. and four 
years later Mr. Fisk and Dr. Jonas 
K'in? were spending the summer on 
Mount l.ebaiion. and a little later 
made Beirut their working centre. 

and L Rev"isaac Bird, with their wives, 
landed nt that city, and the work nf 

Itoa.h n.'ddf awful havoc in this little 
missionary hand. Mr. Parsons died 
at Alejiandria in 1S22. whither hejiad 
gone in search of health. Mr. risk 
Isad gone with nim. and after kissing 
his dying lips had returned, to follow 
his friend to the land of the immort- 
als, two years later. He wrote, with 
his dving hand, a letter to .!"n?K 
King, and breathed his last words 
into the ears of his brethren, and 
then passed a*ray, mourned over even 
by weeping Arabs themselves. 

But God was not dead, and the 
work mnveil nn tbonjh rh»» »?/ = 
pioneer missionaries had passed away 
with their work scarce begun. As 
the first quarter of tne century closed

moving over Syria — the same mlgb'y 
Power that wrought at the Tirst 
Pentecost at Jerusalem, and after- 
wards in Samaria, and Caesarea. and 
Antioch. was again at work. Men 
were pricked in their hearts and 
began to come to the missionaries 
and as);. "Men and brethren, what 
shall we do ?" They felt that their 
own religious systems were hollow 
aad shallow, and could not meet 
their needs. Even their orthodoxy 
orthodoxy, the body with-

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Pentecostal history repeated itself : 
there was a great pcrseoution, which 
scattered true helieve.s abroad. Ir. 
1828 the red right hand of bloody viol- 
ence was hared. "nd during this sec- 
ond Quarter century the spirit of open 



resistence raged, and interfered with 
all missionary work in Syria. The 
Sultan issued his firman to all the 
pashas of Western Asia, forhldding 
the circulation of the word of God ; 
there were political and warlike ag- 
itations, the schools of Beirut. Tri- 
poli, and elsewhere were forclhly 
closed, the missionaries withdrew to 
Malta to wait for the storm to blow 
over ; and Marouile converts had to 
face death like the martyrs of the 
earlier centuries. 

Asaad Shidiak, the secretary of the 
Maronite patriarch, was afterwards 
tutor to Jonas King, and as such, 
employed to copy that last letter of 
Pliny risk's, to which reference has 
been made. And he airemptee to 
answer it. but as he Rot to the last 
page of his reply. 

Like a Flash of Lightning the Truth 
Struck Him, 

and he saw that he was not dealing 
candidly with holy things. He to 
setting himself against both reason 
and conscience, and closing his eyei; 
to the higher teaching of the Spirit. 
He was too honest. Intellectually, to 
hold fnst an error when he clearly 
saw it to he an error ; and he was 
forced to acknowledge It and sur- 
render to the truth as now revealed 
to hiju. 

The heart makes the theology; and 
it is the heart which makes faith and 
obedience possible or impossible. 
Asaad Shidiak gave up his rehelllous 
attitude toward God. and told the 
patriarch he wab wrong and must 
forsake his error. The patriarch 

tried persuasion, wrote him enticing 
epistlc-s and sent him mandatory 
messages ; promised him promotion, 
and offered him hribes, to hiiBh hiB 
conscience ; then he threatened him 
with exccmmuiiio&tioii and nil other 
terrors which the ehurch could wield. 
But to all of them this humble dis- 
ciple replied. "None of these things 
move me !" 

Then Asnari Shldiak's marriage 
contract was annulled, but he gave up 
the solace nf a wife's love for *he 
love- of Christ. Then a score of his 
relatives turned against him and hi= 
foes became those of his own house- 
hold. They gave him into the pat- 
riarch's hiinds, who cnat him into 
prison. He was shut up in a cell, 
loaded with ehnlns, and dally tor^ 
lured. Visitors reviled and mocked 
him, spat in his face, as they had 
outraged his Master, bin. own kindred 
joining in the persecution. Once, 
leading him out, they placed before 
him an Image of the Virgin and a 
brazier or burning coals, hidding him 
choose which he would kiss. He 

with blistered and blackened moutli 
was marched buck to his ceil.

with no aperture hut a small hole 
Inrge enough to get breath and food 
enough to keep him alive, but his 
life was prolonged only to prolong 
his sufferings. He starved to a 
skeleton. But his mind was not 
waocd ahout nor his heart starved, 
and his heroic faith defied them to 
separate him from his Lord. They 
killed the body indeed, but after flint, 
and indeed hefore that, had no more 
that thev eould do. The Lord had 
led him into the clear light of His 
truth and they could not quench that 
iiKht. He had (riven Him the liberty 
oi a buii ul Guii, and ihoy oouitl not 
l>ut upon him the old yoke of bondage. 
Add so. in i»2s. passed away Asaad 
Esh Shidiak. and Jesus, the greatest 
of the Syrian martyrs, hnd nnother. 
the Maronite of Lc-bsricm. Ui follow in 
His trair.— Arthur T. Pierson.

"If any sr.sn wISS con-.e after Me. iet him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follnw Me."— Matthew xvi. 24. 



It is a striking thought that Self- 
DeniaJ Is. perhaps, the only service 
that a man can render to God with- 
out the aid or co-operation of some 
what or Bomeone outside himself. No 
matter what he does — except, per- 
haps, to pray, wblch would hardli- 
ne Included In the Idea of service- 
he Is more or less dependent upon 
either the assistance or presence of 
uiLi-ra. If. for example, he speaks 
or alngs for God. whether In public 
or In private, he must have hearers; 
tf he writes. It is that he may have 
readers ; if he teaches, he needs 
scholars ; if he distributes gifts, 
there must he receivers of his charily; 
if he leads souls to Christ these 
souls must be willing to come ; if 
he sutlers persecution, there must be 
persecutors ; or if. like Stephen, he 
is called to die for his Lord, there 
must be those who stone him. and 
those who 

Stand by Consenting to His Death. 
A few moments' consideration will. 
I think, also show, that even in tie 
sphere of our personal spiritual ex- 
perience. It Is very much the same. 
We c&n, after a!!, do little for cut 
selves. Salvation comes to men 

through huniau Instrumentality, and 
seldom apart from It. We are. I 
know, saved by faith : but how shall 
we believe unless we hear ? and how 
=ii a ll st. hear without a preacher ? 
That Instruction on, the things of 
God, which is a necessity for every 
true child of God. comes almost In- 
variably by the agency and exper- 
iences of others. The joys and ron- 
olatlrsn of fellowship can only he 
the result of communion with the 
saints. In spiritual things, as in or- 
dinary affairs. It Is the countenance 
of his friend which fliilrkens and 
brightens the tired toiler as " iron 
shsrpeneth Iron." And though it is 
true that God can. and often does, 
wonderfully i 'ar'n »ud inspire His 
nooflc witboir the direct aid of any 
iiuoiau agenci it is equally true that 
He generally ioes so by the employ- 
ment of His word, which He has 
revealed to m-n. or by the recalling 
of some mesf ige which has already 
been receiver into the mind and 
heart. Nor ooes this In the least 
detract from cur absolute dependence 
upon Him. "'be man who crosses 
the Atlantic lr a steamship is eg less 
dependent on he sea because he em- 
plovs the vess 1 for the journey. We 
are* no less dependent upon the earth 
for our susteinnce because we only 
partake of tt,= wheat after It hss 
been ground Into flour and made into 
bread. And so, wc arc no less de- 
pendent upon God because He has 
heen pleased to employ various hum- 
hie and simple instruments to save, 
and teach, and guide us. After full 
allowance has been made for^the 
power and Influence of intervening 
agencies. It is in Him we really live, 
and move, and have our being. „___v 

rtut I return to my first word. 
There is 

One Kind of Service Open to all. 
irrespective of circumstances and 
gifts, which can be rendered to God 
without the Intervention of anyone. 
And this we may truly call Self-De- 
nlal. Much that quite properly comes 
under that desc-riptiou need never — 
probably will never— be known to 
anyone but God. It may be a holy 
sacrament indeed, kept between thf! 
soul and the Lord alone, 

I. There is the Denial of All that Re- 
mains of Evil in us. 

How many sincere r-ouls. when they 
look Into their own hearts. And. to 
their hoiTor, evil in them where they 
least expected It ; find them part 
stone when they should be al! flesh; 
find them bonnd ■ to earth and the 
love of earthly things, when they 
should be free from the world and 
the love of the world ; find them 
occupied, alas ! no often with Idols 



and heart-lusts when God alone ought 
to rule and reign there. Here Is 
a sphere for Self -Denial. Here is a 
service to be rendered to God. which 
will be very acceptable to Him. and 
which you alone can perform. 

And If you would thus deny your- 
self, then examine yourself. Study 
the evils of your own nature. Re- 
cognize sin. Call it hy Its right name 
when you speak of It in the solitude 
of your own heart- If there are the 
remains of the deadly potoon in you. 
say so to God. and keep on "=aylng so. 
"Confess your sins." Attack them 
as the farmer attacka the poison- 
plant amongst his crops, or the worms 
and flies which will hltght his har- 
vest, and which, unless be can ruin 
them, he knows full well will ruin 
him. That is the -perfect Self-De- 
nial" — to cut off the right hand, and 
to pluck out and cast away what is 
dear as the right eye, if it oBcnded 
against the law of purtty and truth. 

But You Yourself are to do it 

Do not sav you cannot, for you alone 
can. If you would he His disciple— 
His holy. levins, pure, worthy die- 
ciple— you must deny yourself. Cry- 
to Him for help as much as you will 
— you cannot cry tioa often or Wo 
l 0ng __ T0u m ust do more than tbat : 
you must arise, and deny your own 
selflsh nature ; plneh, and harass, 
aud refuse your own inward slM. anu 
exnose them to the light of God. 
Confess them without ceasing, mor- 
tify them without mercy, and slay 
them, and give no quarter. Say. and 
say in earnest ; — 
■■Oh. how I hate those lusta of mine 

That crucify my God !— 
These sins that pierced and nailed 
His Scsh 

Fast to the fatal wood. 
Yes. mv Redeemer, they shall die— 

JIv sea! has so decreed ; 
I will not longer spare the things 

That made my Saviour bleed. 
Whilst with a melting, broken heart. 

My murdered 1 Lord I view, 
I'll raise revenge against my sins, 

And slay the murderers, too." 
II. There Are Denials of the Will. 

Human natnre is a collection of 
likes and dislikes. The great mass 
of men are governed by these pre- 
ferences. What they like, they strive 
after ; what they do not like, they 
neglect, or refuse, or resist. Many 
ol these preferences, though not 
harmful !n themselves, lead contin- 
ually to that subjection of the will 
to self-interest, and help that self- 
satisfaction and self-love, which are 
the deadly enemies of the soul. Now, 
true Self-Denial Is the denial of theso 
preferences, for Christ's sake and the 
sake of souls—that preference for a 
certain way— my way. my wish, my 
will. To say to God. "I sacrifice It 
for Thy way. Thy wiBh. That cher- 
ished ambition for a particular plan 
in life — my plans, my life." That Is 
Self-Deitial. To say to God. "I sac- 
rifice it for Thy plan ; resolved to 
live Thy life." Nothing can be more 
acceptable to a good father's heart 
than the knowledge that his son, liv- 
ing and laboring far away from him. 
amid difficulties and opposition. Is 
courageously s&trtflclng hia own pre- 
ferences, esd faithfully seekinc to 
carry out his, the father's, will. In 
such a son that father seeB a repro- 
duction of all that Is strongest and 
best In his own nature. And so it 
is with the Heavenly Father. No 



greater j°J" ca= -" Hla UlEC to Be *' 
the resolute surrender of Hla child- 
ren's own will to His. ami the dally 
denial of their hopes oad plans for 
themselves and theirs in favor of His 
plans. 

Ml. There are Denials of the Affec- 
tions. 

" The precious things of earth — 
The Mother's tender care, 
The Father's faith and prayer — 
From Thee have birth." 

And, Just because love Is of such 
high origin, and Is the greatest power 
in human life. It Is often captured hy 
the devil and made bis last strong- 
hold against God. The heart is at 
once the strongest and the most Jien- 
sltfve part of our nature, and It Is 
here, therefore, that there are often 
the most blessed and profitable op- 
pOrtuuiueg fur Self-Deniai. 

That pleasant companionship, so 
grateful, bo fruitful of Joy. and yet 
so likely to tempt me from the path 
of faithful servlee. " Lord, I deny 
myself of it." That mastering af- 
fection for wife, or husband, or 
children — so heautlful In its strength 
and simplicity, and yet so exacting 
In its claims— -"Lord, I deny myseir 
of the abandonment to which it In- 
vites me — 1 put it in Its proper place, 
second to Thee, my Lord, and to the 
work Thou hast given me to do." 
That love of home, and friends, and 
circle, which is so powerful a factor 
In life, and enters so constantly into 
all the arrangements and details of 
our conduct. Influencing bo largely all 
real plans for doing God's work- 
danger of lessening my lahora for 
Thee and Thy Kingdom." The pleas- 
ant hour, the quiet evening, the rest- 
ful hook. " I will lay them at Thy 
feet, when they hinder me doing Thy 
will. for Thy «»ke. It Is between EC 
and Thee alone ; 

It Is the Sacrifice of Love." 

How precious it must be to God to 
sec such Ssif-Denial ! When the 
true lover sees the woman he has 
ohoeen learlng alt for his sake, calmly 
laying down the love, of father and 
family, and even hravlng the rehulfs 
and unklndness of those from whom 
before she has known nothing but 
affection, in order that Eh? may give 
him her whoie heart and life, how 
stroug hecomc; the cords which biud 
blm to her ! Every sacrifice she 
makes for his sake forges another 
hond which will not easily be broken. 
And is the Lord a man, tbat He 
should be behind us In loving with an 
everlasting love those who thus give 
up and deny their' own loves for 
Him ! No ! a thousand times no ! 
He will repay. Every Self-Denlal ia 
a seedling rich with future Joys. Ah! 
it Is indeed true that "he that soweth 
to the Spirit, shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting." 

IV. There are Denials with Reference 
to our Gifts. 

" Look not," said the Apostle, 
"every man on his own things, hut 
every man also on the things of 
others." That Is, even in the exer- 
cise of his choicest gifts and graces, 
let a man forget his own In his de- 
sire to employ and bring forward 
the gifts of others. "Let nothing he 
done through strife or vainglory, hut 
in lowliness of mind let each esteem 
other better than themselves." That 
Is, In your own mind take a Uumhle 
view of yourself, your owu powers, 
and your own worthiness, and hold 
your comrades In higher esteem than 
you hold yourself. In honor preferring 
one another to yourselves.

DUST IN SPACE. 



Some of the oldest records Df hu- 
man history contain accounts of the 
fall of great etonen from tin- sky. 
Until the opening of the last ct-ntury 
it was generally believed hy men ol 
science tbat the ancients only Im- 
agined that they had seen rocks fall 
from the heavens. 

Modern science, however, has veri- 
fied the truth of the ancient rt-cords, 
uurt we now know not only that 
stones and metallic masses, railed 
aerolites or meteorites, do turn* 
tumbling d=wn sst of space. t>;it that 
a tine dust, called cosmle dust, is 
continually sifting down through the 
atmosphere. 

Iti is like the smoke and dusi of s 
journey, for the earth is really jour 
neylng. along with the sun. towards 
the northern part of the universe, and 
nB it goeB it draws in with Its QUrae- 
tion the refuse particles that apuar- 
eniiy exist throughout space. 

But while there can he no doubt 
of the existence of this silent rain of 
minute matter upon the earth, the 
difficulty has heen to recognise It 
after It reaehes tbe ground. Of late 
yearn, however, It hus been f.'iind 
mingled in the oosie dredged up from 
the sea-bottom ; and a few years ago 
when Baron Nordensklold visited 
Greenland he gathered a quantity of 
dust particles from the great fi'ow- 
fleldB there whleh were bellevni lo. 
have come from the sky. 

This conclusion was afterward; dis- 
puted, hut lately a new analysis ™s 
Been made which seems to show de- 
cisively that a large part of -:he 
material really is cosmic dus! A 
computation based upon tbe aniujnt 
found upon the Greenland moorp In- 
dicates that the earth must gatlior In 
over tbe whole of its surface at !■ -™t 
one hundred and thirty-two tor., of 
the dust of space every year :

SLEEP, 



Every machine, nay, everything 
made by human hands, or born of 
human Ingenuity, they tell us, must 
have rest tor certain periods, and at 
regular intervals. At any rate, It Is 
eo, beyond controversy, with the hu- 
man machine, and consequently God 
has arranged that It should have this 
dally rest, which we know by the 
name of sleep. Sleep Is "necessary. 
Without It Btrength decays, reason 
leaves her throne, and life languishes 
and expires. 

"Sleep, gentle sleep ! Nature's soft 
nurse ! " 

Every man should deal with sleep 
as he does — Jtti the other things 
which have to do with health ami 
activity — that Is, he should endeavor 
to secure that amount of It which 
his system requires. Some people 
And sleep a difficulty. I will, there- 
fore, give them a little advice on the 
subject : 

HOW TO SLEEP SOUNDLY. 

1. As you would not take the Devil, 
or the Spirit of Nightmare, with you 
to bed, don't Indulge In a heavy sup- 
per. As I have already said, supper* 
may be a necessity with Salvationists 
now and then, but avoid that meal 
as far as possible. 

2. Keep a clear Conscience. The 
Snvlour taught His disciples, and 
through them us, that they were not 
to allow the sun to go <l°wn "P on 
their wrath. No man, If he can help 
It, Bhould go to bed in his wrath, or 
suffering condemnation on account 
of the past. If you have pinned a- 
gainst any living soul, forgive, ami, 
it you em, get fcrslve*>e=5 before 
ynn Rlppn. 

3. Commit yourself to the: care of 
God and obtain the distlrct assur- 
ance that He has you In His holy 
keeping, hefore settling yourself to 
slumber. Touch the hem of His 
garment before you close your eyes. 

4. Refuse, as far as you can ex- 
ercise power over yourself, to be 
troubled with any unpleasant exper- 
lence through which you rhay be 
passing at the iime, either before you 
fall asleep, or during the wakeful 
hours of the night. Happy the man 
or. the woman who can close their 
bsdroom door against the perplexing 
and painful matters with which tbey 
have been contending during the day! 
"Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof"; anyway, try and shut It 
out of the night. 

6. If engaged in sedsntary employ- 
ment, such as sitting in an office, 
serving In a shop, or working In a 
factory, take, If possible, some active 
exercise that will more or less tire 
the body. Weariness Is always the 
most uieuJiy aid to sleep- 

G. Choose some agreeable 2nd profit- 
able subject en which to fix your 
thoughts, and meditate si you iay 
yourself down. It Is better to fall 
asleep in a plcassnt and peaceful 
mood than otherwise. The run of 
your latest waking thoughts and feel- 
ings will be likely to color your 
dreams and visions, If you have any. 

7. While securing sufficient sleep, 
beware of taking more than enough. 
Here, again, we must he careful not 
to err. Everybody, I suppose, Is fam- 
iliar with Mr. Wesley's rule, "Seven 



bours for a man. eight for a woman, 
ar.0 nine for a foal"," 

For cert.iln highly-nervous natures, 
who pour out the feelings and ener- 
gies on their work. It will, I think, 
be difficult to take too much sleep, 
but even here the old adage stands 
good which says, "Enough is as good 
as a ieasi." Too long & period speut 
In a warm bed Is calculated to weak- 
en ana unstring the system ; but 
while early rising imparts Mle ana 
energy to some natures, it weakens 
nnd kills others. Even' man must 
be n law unto himself. At the same 
time that Salvationists must beware 
of getting too much sleep, they must 
— especially the more anxious among 
them — be equally careful to get suf- 
ficient.

The Chinese 
Government has enforced, ns far as 
possible, the program of punishment 
demanded by the allies, and It Is 
confidently expected thnt very shortly 
an agreement will he reaehed regard- 
ing the indemnities to be paid by 
China to the Powers. The withdrawal 
of the International troops Is already 
considered, and it is expected that 
Count Von Waldersee will return hy 
the middle of June. It Is estimated 
that about a million Chinese lives 
have been lost, due to violence, starv- 
ation, and disease, between the coast 
and Pekin. The country is In a de- 
plurablc couditlou along that route, 
and considerable blame for these 
conditions is attached to the foreign 
troops.

Three people were burned to death 
in a fire In a hotel In Quebec Prov- 
ince, and Reven nersnnB were humeri 
to death In a tenement house, at 
South Chicago.

The total damage to property Is es- 
timated to exceed ten million dollars. 
A number of lives also were lost. Ten 
military companies are on duty to pre-' 



vent vandalism. ; The work of rehab- 
ilitation Is vigorously pushed.

The Boer refugees in British camps 
through the Transvaal number twenty 
thousand six hundred and seventy- 
one. Tbe shelters are the best that 
can be afforded according to the lo- 
cality and circumstances, still a num- 
ber have to be content with tents. 
The education of the children is go- 
ing on. 

President McKlnley has Informed 
Mr. Kruger that be ennnot receive 
him, cither officially or unofficially. 

The Mad Mullah Is marching with 
a force of forty thousand men, in- 
cluding eight thousand cavalry, to 
attaek opposing forces. 

A disastrous strike among the coal 
workers of Great Britain Is feared. 
Every effort is being put forth to 
avoid the strike. 

The Duke and Duchess of Cornwall 
and Y;rk arrived In Melbourne May 
nth. The pier, wbleb is a quarter of 
a mile long, was covured for its en- 
tire length with carpet. 
-®- 
It is reported that the Russian 
Division In Manchuria has fought 
twenty engagements with trifling loss. 
As a result, it is stated that threo 
hands of rebels have been annihilated, 
and order restored throughout tho 
largest portion of the Province. 

A ferry boat, in the River Dneiper, 
Russia, was swamped, and one hun- 
dred women, many with infants, wern 
drowned In the river. 

An extensive famine is feared in 
China. Already great suffering pre- 
vails jn the i'rovlnce or Sliiisi. No 
crops have heen raised for tbe last 
two years. Many persons live on 
grass and bark. 

The Pan-American Exhihltlon, at 
Buffalo, and tbe British Exhibition, 
at Glasgow, were opened the begin- 
ning of May. 

Six hundred arrests In Russian 
Poland have taken place as the con- 
sequence of tho discovery of a wide- 
spread nihilistic plot. Cossacks have 
occupied several suspicious towns. 
Several hundreds of arrests of stud- 
ents and ot.hern arA ojeo reported 
from Russian cities, where extensive 
searching of houses has been made 
by the police. The political unrest 
seems to be more Important than 
is admitted hy the Russian author- 
ities, j

Even the wild beast, influenced by 
maternal love, will brave death, and 
the savage will make untold sacrifices 
for others. Self-preservation being the 
first law of nature, there is a round 
of duty that everyone owes to him- 
self and to those he holds denrest. yet 
that is far frmn beins the whole duty 
of man. 

Ten commandments, engraved on 
stone to typify their lusting Import- 
ance, were given, five teaehing our 
duty to our fellow-man and five our 
duty to God. and not one our duty to 
ourselves, for such was needless. Je- 
sus condensed tbem Into two. for vir- 
tually there were but two. " Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy S3'j!. with ail thy mind and with 
alt thy strength, and thy neighbor as 
thyself." "Upon those two eommand- 
uients hang all the law and the pro- 
phets."' So as to prevent selfishness, 
which is the abuse and perversion of 
the law of self-preservation. He gave 
,i new commandment, called by us 
iLe golden rule. "Whatsoever ye 
would that — pr should do to you, do 
ye even so to rp.em.' i ii»re is mi sui- 
ting round or explaining away this 
command. A celebrated lawyer once 
said that there was no human law he 
could not 

Drive a Coach an<> Sis Through. 

No defect in iiils law. hence a mark 
of its origin, for Jesus taught as never 
man taught. This teaching is not that 
of "a taskmaster, binding heavy bur- 
dens and grievous to be borne and lay- 
ing them on men's shoulders," hut 
based on love ; it Is for our own high- 



est good, as well as for the good 
others. 

Two classes of people, into which 
all humanity Is divided, appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ, one the 
self-sacrificing, the other the selfish. 
No questions are nsked as to wealth, 
fame or social standing, nor is any 
explanation given. To one class the 
Judge says, "Come ye blessed of My 
Father, enter Into the Kingdom of 
Heaven, prepared for you from the 
foundation af the world : for I was 
hungry and ye fed Me, i was thirsty 
and yc gave Me drink, naked and ye 
ctotned lie. sick and in prison, and 
ye visited Me." "Inasmuch as ye did 
it unto one or the least of these My 
brethren, ye did it unto Me," To the 
other class He says, "Depart from Mc, 
yo workers of Iniquity, for inasmuch 
as ye did it not unto one of the least 
of these My brethren, ye did it not 
unto Me." 

It Is clear that this benevolence, or 
love, which leads us to self-denial and 
self-saerlQce. is a divine principle, 
having the promise of the life jrbleh 
now Is and that which is to come. It 
is life's discipline, for some cause, 
leading to a happy immortal exist- 
ence. heSug "twice blessed, blessing 
him that gives and him that takes." 



The United States form one of the 
leading Christian nations ; yet here ' 
are some official statistics, startling 
enough in. their meaning and demon- 
strating the selfishness and lack of 
self-denial still extant under the most 
favorable circumstances. They are 
certainly deplorable enough. Yearly 
expenditure for Christian missions. 
S5.SOO.000 — "a vast sum." says one. 
Ministers' salaries. 512.000.000— "No- 
ble," says another ; for education. 
SflG.000,000 — "a splendid civilization," 
savs a third ; for bread. 1505.000,000 
— 'What do you think of that ?" says 
another ; for tobacco. SfiOO.OOG.ODU — 
•What ?" sav a multitude ; for liquor, 
?;i 00,000.000— and well might all be 
dumb ! Seventeen million five hun- 
dred thousand dollars as an offering 
in Christian philanthropy, and ~sc 
billion five hundred million dollars 
per annum as an offering to Moloch, 
the fire god of selfishness. If those 
astounding figures had been reversed, 
as wc might have reasonably expect- 
ed, what a blighting curse that great 
nation might have beer saved from, 
and what incalculable blessing would 
have accrued to the people. We might 
speak In like manner of Canada, Eng- 
land, in fact, of every civilized and 
Christian nation, so we should have 
before us an appalling picture of hu- 
man nature without love. For, 
"Though I speak with the tongues of 
men and of angels, and have not love, 
I am lieeome aa sounding brass, or n 
tinkling eymbal." 

We can understand that God loves 
His creatures, and ministers to their 
needs, for His essential character la 
love ; but do we realize that He cbu 
bow In sorrow ? The Bible seems to 
teach that He can. but people call it 
figurative language. Let ue see "God 
so loved the world that He gave Hts 
only begotten Son (to die) that whoso- 
ever believeth on Him should not per- 
ish, but "nave everlasting life." Think 
you, reader, that the great heart of 
God was not

nt the pathetic appeal, "My God, My 
God, why hast T'ntm forsaken me V 
but that Ho lonkerl on with Rtolcal In- 
difference ? 

You admit that Jesus suffered death 
on the cross to redeem man, " Yes," 
says one. "He suffered as a man," 
The Infidel had a higher conception, 
for be said. "Socrates died like A 
philosopher, hut Jesus died like a 
God." Then is the expression "Grieve 
not the Spirit," merely figurative lan- 
guage ? 

There la so much that would seem 
to indicate otherwise. What about 



angels and saints ? There Is joy over 
one sinner that repentcth. If jesuB 
wept over Jerusalem, may tlsoy not 
weep over a race rejecting apercd 
mercy ? 

If mankind are called upon. ar. tuey 
doubtless arc. In the interest of others 
and In their own highest well-tdag, 
to exercise selr-denlal and make sac- 
rifices, are they not in good company? 
On the other hand. Is It not enough 
to make anyone weep, who are'm a 
position to ta&e In the situation. '.■:■ s,» 
beings richly 'endowed as man bo 
blludcd by the god of this world and 
worship of self and Mammon, when 
they have hefore them such gran.! am! 
glorious possibilities ? 

"AH must admit that General Booth 
emphasised the grand doctrln..- of 
doiiig as well as believing, for "Faith 
without works Is dead." So let us. 
then, go forward, denying ourselves. 
and doing our share of work, to claim 
The World for Christ.

No less than eighty-nine new' cases, 
suffering irom various maladies, were 
dealt with In. one day. The premises 
are being enlarged, and the new 
halldings have already hcen com- 
menced. 

Famlno conditions still prevail in 
certain parts of Central India, the 
distress helug greatest in the Panch 
Mahals and parts of Gujerat, and or 
the Marathl Country. We have no 
less than seventy corps in these af- 
fected parts, and the distress will 
continue for at least another six 
months, till they Teap the benefit of 
the next monsoon. Major Bahadffr 
writes frnm the Marflthl Country that 
there Is a great deal of diBtreBS, es- 
pecially amongst the children, and 
this hHs greatly Interfered with the 
attendance at our Day Schools, as the 
children go wandering around seeking 
for food. 

The party of Indian Boys, who have 
been touring through Australasia for 
the last nine months, Is due back in 
India at the end of April. Most re- 
markable results, both spiritual and' 
linauclal, have followed them Wher- 
ever tbey have been. The boys will 
now return to the Industrial Institu- 
tions from which they were drawn, 
and will there continue their educa- 
tion and training. 

Three thousand six hundred rupees 
have recently heen received irom the 
Indian Government towards tho or- 
phans in our Industrial Institutions 
in Gujnrat. This Is the first direct 
help from this source, although we 
are in receipt of regular grants from 
the Ceylon Government, and have re> 
eelved assistance from Native States. 

Soul-saving Is on the increase in 
Ceylon, and Brigadier Jeya Kodi 
writes that in several corps quite a 
revival has broken out.

We have the Founder of Cbiitlan- 
ity, Jeaua, the Saviour or alnnr;- and 
the Son of God, for our authf«;\.y to 
preaching and practicing Self-:>tnuU. 
Whatever systems of religion nave 
existed before Chrlat's Incarnation, or 
sprung up since, have taught self, 
denial, If at all, bat as a minor virtue 

Self-denial was the first act of the 
redemption of the world : Christ de- 
nled Himself of His most exalted 
rank as ine Son'of God, and became' 
in flesh and blood, Jesus, tlio car. 
penter's Son. 

Self-denial can be traced across the 
pages of the Gospel In whatever man- 
ner they reveal to us His life nmong 
men. 

While learning the great lesson of 
denying ourselves for the sake of 
others, or, for that matter, for the 
sake of our own soul's welfare, 
Christ's life teaches us also that 

Self-Denlal Don Not Mean Self- 
Torture. 

The Fakirs of Hlndooisn: the 
Dervlah of the Moslem, and the Trap- 
p!st monk of the early Christian 
faith, all made the fatal mistake that 
lo deny oneself meant to torture the 
body. What an error ! God did not 
create that wonderful organism, the 
human body, that It should be woe- 
fully starved, lacerated, defarcri. aaa 
crippled ! No, our bodies were given 
us to be the Temple of the Holy 
Spirit, and who has a right to delate 
and mar the Temple of God 7 if 
suffering of the hody, tiiat is. heat 
and cold, hunger, pain, and torture, 
has to be endured for the KlnKHom'a 
sake, then'ITls justifiable and 

Commendable Self-Sacrifice, 

as In the case, of Jeaua' suffering and 
cruel death, hut note that tbe suffer 
lng_ which Chriet endured was in- 
flicted by" others, and inflicted wrong- 
ly, but borne willingly, and without 
a murmur, that salvation intt>- cuine 
to all tbe human race. 

S9!Men!al ft" wwn In the life ut ouf 
Lord, then, means the denial uf ueli 
whenever Its demands interfere with 
the claims of God and our neighbor. 
For Instance, when 1 enjoy a good 
dinner in the presence of a man who 
has gone without food for a day, self- 
denial demanda that 1 should give 
up my dinner to satisfy firs: the 
hunger of my neighbor. Now I have 
a right to eat sufficient nourishment 
to sustain the health and comfort of 
tbe body, hut In the presence c' an 
unfortunate one, who stands more in 
need of food at the time, Christ de- 
mands that 1 should deny the ''taints 
of self In order to meet the greater 
claim of my neighbor. 

Or when, to satisfy the claims of 
aeJl becomes Indulgence, self ebouli! 
be denied, for Indulgence of self 
means starvation to the soul. Tbe 
body must ever be kapt In the place 
of a valuable servant hut nevfr al- 
lowed to become the master. Then 
Self-Denial means that 

The Soul Is Master 
nnd compels ohcdlcncc of the appe- 
tites of the flesh. Hence Self-Tionlal 
ceases to be an Irksome practice to 
those who realize its blessing? but 
becomes at once the bit and bridle 
of self, to make it the useful \?Ucle 
to carry the soul to Its desired dea- 

Uny - -, . 

Self-Denlal Is nn essential mnr. [test- 
ation of love. Where no Seir-P?nlal 
Is practiced no true love Is known. 
If we truly love we delight in deny- 
ing ourselves to give pleasure to tbe 
object of our love. If we sar we 
love God and aoula, and never deny 
ourselves to assist God In saving 
soula we deceive ourselves, and know 
not Christ. 

Bo let ub, ihcu, uillgently =c;* to 
Imitate our safe Example, even 
Christ In all things, and learn tbe 
secret of usefulness and happiness io 
Self-Denial from Him Who was the 
Master of It for onr Bakes. 
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CHAPTER LH. 
Theodorie the Ostrogoth. 

Avltua was a good man. but the 
Romans grew weary ot him, and In 
the year 457 they engaged Ricimer, 
a chief of the Teutonic tribe called 
Suevl, to drire him out, when he 
went back to Gaul, where he had a 
beautiful palace and garden. After 
ten months Riclmer chose another 
Sueve, HajOfiaB, to be Emperor, 
who had been a captain under Aetl- 
ua. He ahowed himself brave and 
spirited ; led an army Into Spain 
and attacked Genseric : but he was 
beaten, and came back disappointed. 
Riclmer was, however. Jealous ot 
him, forced him to resign, and soon 
after poiscned him. 

After this Riclmer really ruled 
Italy, but he seemed to have a sort 
of awe of the title of uaesar Augus- 
tus, the Emperor, fur tie Forbore iu 
use it himself, and gave It to one 
poor weak wretch after another un- 
til hla death In 472. His nephew 
went on In the same course ; but at 
last a soldier named Orestes, of Ro- 
man hlrth, gained the chief power 
and oel up as Emperor Uio ws lit- 
tle son, whose Christian name was 
Romulus Augustus, At the end of 
a year n Teutonic chief nnined Odo- 
acer crossed the Alps at the head of 
a great mixture of different German 
«r!bea. 23?! Orestes could make no 
stand' against him, hut was taken 
and put to death. His little boy 
was spared and was plneed at Sor- 
rento ; but Odoacer sent the crown 
tind roues of the West to Zcr.o, the 
Eastern Emperor, Baying that one 
Emperor was enough. So fell the 
Roman power In 47C, exactly twelve 
centuries after the date of the found- 
ing Of Rome. It was thought that 
this was meant hy the twelve vul- 
tures seen' by Romulus, and that the 
seven which Remus saw denoted the 
seven centuries that the Republic 
stood. It was eurlous. too. that it 
should be with the two names of 
Romulus and Augustus that Rnmc 
and her empire fell. 

Odoacer called himself miiB. >«"• 
Indeed, tbe Western Ejmpire naa 
been nearlv all seized hy dlffr-reui 
kings-^the Vandal kings in At vlca, 
the Gothic kings In Spain and South 
cm Gaui, the Bui'gundlan kings and 
Frank kings In Northern Gaul, tbe 
Saxon kings in Britain. The Cstro 
or Eastern Goths, who bad since the 
time of Valens dwelt on the brinks 
of the Danube, had heen subdue.; by 
Attila, but recovered their freedom 
alter his death. One of their yuuns 
chiefs named Theodorie was seis as 
B hostage to Constantinople, and 
there learned much. He became 
king of the Eastern Gotha in 470. and 
showed himself such a dangerous 
nelehbor to the Eastern Empire tnm 
to be rid of him the Emperor Zeno 
advised him to go and attack Odo- 
acer in Italy. The Ostrogoths 
marched seven hundred miles, and 
came over the Alps into tbe plains 
of Northern Italy, where Odoacer 
fought with them bravely, hut was 
peaten. They besieged blru even in 
Ravenna, till, afte. three years, he 
vvaa obliged to surrender, and was 
put to death. 

Rome could make no defence, and 
fell into Theodorlc's bands with the 
rest of Italy ; but he was by far the 
best of the conquerors— be did not 
hurt or misuse them, and oply wish- 
ed his Gotba to learn of theni _6nd 
hecomo peaceful farmers, Ke save 
them the lands which had lost their 
owners ; ahout thirty or forty thou- 
sand families ^ere settled there by 
bim on the waste lands, and the Ro- 
mans who rvore left took enuj-nge 
and worked, too. 

Theodorie was an Arian, but he 
did not persecute tbe Cnthollcs, nnd 
to such persons as changed their pro- 
fession of faith to please him he 
showed no more favor, saying that 
those who were not faithful to their 
God would never be faithful to any 
earthly master. He reigned thirty- 
three years, but grew Irritable and 
distrustful with age : and tha Ro- 
mans, on tbe other hand, forgot tbaS 
they were not tbe free, prosperous 



nation of old, and displeased nim. 
Two of their very best men, Boctbl- 
us and Symmactms. were by him 
kept for a long time prisoners at 
Rome and then put to death. 

Theodorie kept up a correspond- 
ence with the other Gothic kings 
wherever a tribe of his people dwelt, 
even as tar as Sweden and Denmark, 
but as even he could not write, and 
only had a seal with the letters with 
which to make his signature, the 
whole was conducted in Latin by 
Roman slaves on either side, who in- 
terpreted to their masters. An im- 
mense numbvr of letters from Theo- 
dorlc's secretary are preserved, and 
show what an able man his master 
was, nnd how well he deserved bis 
name of "The Great." He died in 
52G. leaving only two daughters. 
Their two sons, Amalric and Atbnl- 
nric. divided the Eastern and West- 
ern Goths between them again. 

Seven Gothic kings reigned over 
Northern Itaiy nftsr Theodorie. They 
were fierce and restless, but had 
nothing like his strength and spirit, 
and they chiefly lived in the more 
northern cities — Milan. Verona and 
Ravenna. leaving Rome to be a tri- 
butary city io them, where there 
Still rpnuiinert (hi. old "C : me? of Sep- 

nte and Consuls, but the person who 
was generally mnKt looked up to 
and trusted was the Pope. All' this 
time Rome was leavening the na- 
tions who had conquered her. When 
they tried to learn civilized ways, it 
«.as from her : they learned to speak 
her tongue, never wrote but in Lat- 
in, and worshipped with Latin pray- 
ers and services. Far above alt. 
these conquerors learned Christian- 
ity from the Romans. When every- 
thing else was rained, the Bishops 

the chief counsellors and advisers 
of many of these kings.

CHAPTER XV. 
Fractures or Broken Bones. 

A fracture Is n broken l-one. Frae- 
tures are simple or compound. In 
a simple fracture the bone is brok- 
en, but the skin is not injured to 
such nn extent a3 to expose the 
bone. A compound fracture is so 
callt-u utiii 5c not ouly is tne bone 
broken, but the skin and soft parts 
about it are also injured. In thesp 
latter fractures the ends of th? 
broken hone may be driven through 
the skin, as by a fall, or .the skfn 
may bo broken by a blow or by a 
bullet In either case there is an 
opening from the. exterior tn the 
seat of fracture. A compound frac- 
ture is much more serious and dan- 
gerous than the simple fracture. 

We recognize that a fracture has 
taken place by the following signs : 

1. The limb Is altered in shape, 
bent or shortened. Some inequality 
may often be io]i on running the 
fiugur along the broken bone (de- 
formity). 

2. There is an unusual degree of 
movement at the seat of fracture 
(point ef false motion). 

Z. Inability tn use the part (loss 
of function). 

4. The pa'Jer.t fee!s pain at h rar 
tlcular point nnd this point is pain- 
ful to the touch (localized pain). 

5. The broken ends of the bone 
may be felt and sometimes heard to 
grate against each other when 
moved (crepitus). 

A fracture heals successfully only 
when it Is kept at perfect rest. Cal- 
lus, n substance which eventually 
becomes rami', rnrms aifaad the 
broken ends of the bone. After sev- 
eral days this fastens the ends to- 
gether, end as time goes on be 
comes harder and more like bone, 
until there is as much strength at 
tbe point of fracture as elsewhere. 
This healing process requires from 
one to three muiiiii^-, and when the 
callus is hardened the bone Is as 
good as hefore. In order that the 
bone ma-i unite in good position, 
with nearly its original length, we 
must secure and keep it in its pro- 
per position, nnd this we do by 
means of splints and many other 
kinds of restraining apparatus. This 
is called "setting" tbe fracture. 

Treatment— The treatment by 
nny but a surgeon miiKt depend up- 
on the surroyeding circamstsTiccs. 
Rid yoarsclf of the idea that some- 
thing must be done immediately, 
and remember that there is not the 
least hurry about setting a fracture. 
If the patient can remain at or near 
the scene of the aceldent until a 



surgeon arrives, simply ptnec hlra 
in a comfortable position and uu- 
cover the InjuTCd part. To do this 
do not let any consideration for the 
clotbcs prevent you from cutting 
everything away with scissors or a 
sbarp knife. 

Fracture of a Limb.— Place It on- 
a pillow or other soft material ; lay 
a wet eloth on the fracture and 
sprinkle it frequently with cold 
water. Do not. by Interference and 
unnecessary imiiiiiing, add to the 
suffering of the injured one, aud 
perhaps retard his recovery. II the 
pntlent must be moved, or when lu 
a locality wticre a surgeon cannot 
he obtained, it is another mutter. 
You may then draw the bone intons 
nearly its natural position as pos- 
sible, by placing one hand above nnd 
the other below t'ae scat of frne- 
ture. But do not use unnecessary 
violenee. Then take two pieces of 
thin board, as long as or longer than 
the bone that is injured, and as wide 
as the limb is thick. Place on them 
a pad made by folding up pieces of 
cotton batting or a still greater 
aumber of thicknesses of the softest 
cloth at hand. Now tie the splints 
firmly, one on ench side of the in- 
jured limb, with several strips of 
cloth or handkerchiefs, In such a 
manner as to keep the broken cndu 
of the bone Immovable. (Fig. 1.) Tlie 
splints should be sufficiently long to 
prevent motion in the joints above 
nnd below the fracture. Do not 
place nny of the Ftrips directly over 
tbe fracture, as It might eaiinc in- 
tense pain. Of course the above

proceeding cannot always lie carried 
out completely, from lack of mate- 
rial, but some modification of it is 
generally practicable with what is 
tit hand In the ordinary accident 
Anything may be used that, will keep 
the bone in position for a time. 
Pieces of thin hoard, bnrrcl staves, 
pasteboard boxes, pieces of sole 
leather from the nearest shoemak- 
er's, pieces of cigar boxes, trunk 
trays and umbrellas or canes, In 
fact, anything stiff that wilt answer 
for a splint 

For pudding use cotton batting, 
cloth, hay, strnw, leaves folded up 
la a piece of a shirt or a handker- 
chief, or leaves or grass stuffed tnto 
a shirt or coat sleeve. In railroad 
accidents the stuffing of the scats 
has often been used. For a fracture, 
of tbe leg below the knee a good pro- 
ceeding Is to plaee the leg on a pll-
